Operations enable woman, 


once 'hunched' by polio, 


to stand erect once more 


DUBUQUE, Iowa (AP> — Thir­ 
teen months ago. Viola Rapp was a 4- 
foot-6 hunchback on crutches and in 
constant pain. Now, after three 
major operations, the 23-year-old 
woman is looking for a boy friend. 
After 10 months in a plaster body 
cast from her neck to her thighs, she 
stands erect with the aid of only 
canes and is ready to return to her 
job as a secretary. Because of her 
crectness, she is seven inches taller. 


“I never dreamed things would 
work out like this,’* she said, ”1 don t 
think you can find anybody as happy 
as I am.” 


She still has to relearn some sim­ 
ple tasks. 
*Tm learning to go up steps now, 
and when I have that mastered I can 
return to work." she says softly. 
“Hopefully that will be next month. " 
Aside from going back to work. 
Viola said her plans include “getting 
a boy friend." 
“ Don’t let her fool you — she likes 
the boys.” her father agrees. 
Stricken with polio in 1958, hers 
was only one of a few cases in Iowa 
in the late 1950s. She had not been 
vaccinated against the crippling dis­ 
ease. 


She l}egan suffering increased 
scoliosis — curvature of the spine — 
as the disease progressed. Eventual­ 
ly she was hunched over so severely 
that her rib cage overlapped her 
right hip bone by 1 ** inches and she 
needed crutches to walk. 
Early in 1974, she was told that if 
corrective surgery was not done she 
would be confined to a wheel chair in 
five years and eventually the pres­ 
sure on her lungs would be fatal. 
Viola was referred to Dr. David 
Bradford of University of Minnesota 
Hospitals in Minneapolis, who 
specializes in corrective spinal sur­ 
gery. He performed operations in Ju­ 


ly. August and October of 1974. 
After the first operation, to pre­ 
vent any damage to the healing 
spine, Viola had to be (Hit for a while 
in a “halo" cast, a metal band at­ 
tached to her skull with four screws 
and fastened by rods to the body cast 
to keep her motionless 
* 
The family has received $21,000 1» 
medical bills and Viola estimates the 
final tab may run to $40,000. 
Her father. John, 43, a factory 
worker, said the family "will just 
keep plugging away to pay the bills." 
“We never thought about the even­ 
tual cost.” says Mr Rapp “Seeing 
her happy is all that counts. "

■ A fresh wave of teacher strikes 
will mark the opening of school this 
year in cities and towns across the 
country. 
New York, Los Angeles and 
Chicago, the nation’s three largest 
cities, all face possible strikes and a 
nationwide survey by The Associated 
Press found contract negotiations 
stalled in hundreds of smaller school 
districts. Teachers have scheduled 
strike votes, printed picket signs and 
are already marching in some com­ 
munities. 
The National Education Asso­ 
ciation says that 19 teachers strikes 
are already in progress, most in 
small communities. Strikes are con­ 
sidered a possibility in 130 other dis­ 
tricts. and the total will probably 
equal the 40 to 50 strikes that greeted 
the opening of school last year, NEA 
officials said. 
Teacher salaries remain the main 
issue in most disputes, AP reporters 
found. Job security and class size run 


a close second as school boards fight 
to trim budgets. Teachers are also 
fighting to hang on to preparation 
periods, sabbatical leaves and other 
fringe benefits won in recent years. 
The teacher surplus — unimagined 
a few years ago — has had a major 
impact on negotiations. 
About 2.1 million teachers will be 
on hand as an estimated 44.7 million 
pupils return to public schools this 
fall But another 200.000 qualified 
teachers could not find teaching 
jobs, including 115,000 of the 220.000 
persons who graduated from college 
last June with teaching degress, ac­ 
cording to federal statistics. 
‘ Job security has become a prin­ 
cipal issue in negotiations, especially 


with the glut of teachers on the 
market.” said Ralph Vatalaro, ex­ 
ecutive director of the Public 
Employment Relations Board in 
New York State. “With the economy 
bad and school enrollment down, es­ 
pecially in large cities, school boards 
are trying to cut back on staffs.” 
Strike threats have been voiced by 
teachers from New York to San 
Francisco. 
•No contract, no work" say 
representatives of New York City’s 
60.000 teachers, and school board and 
union spokesmen said Thursday they 
were far apart on a new agreement. 
A cost-of-living increase is the main 
issue, and neither side will say what 
has been offered.

Vintage cable car dings on 
heartily in streamlined world 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - In an 
age when burgeoning populations 
everywhere look increasingly toward 
mass people movers, the San Fran­ 
cisco cable car is celebrating its 
102nd anniversary as America’s 
most durable transportation system. 
When stationary, the chunky an­ 
tiquity tilts on its tracks like the top­ 
per on a “ B” movie drunk 
When lurching over hair-raising 
grades, the virtuoso gripman 
bashing the ding-dong bell like a 
high-paid musician, the six-ton cable 
car is a thing alive: a 20th century 
anomaly, a dinosaur among the sky­ 
scrapers. 
Beloved by the riders who delight 
to hang on for dear life as the rolling 
antiques stagger up and down some 
10 miles of track on three lines, the 
relics have been at it since August 
1873. 
Cemented into the folklore of the 
city, the cable cars have endured vir­ 
tually unchanged, racketing along at 
a steady 9 miles an hour. That's the 
speed of an endless subpavement 
steel cable that propels the cars. 
The international love affair with 
the cable cars has become legend 
enshrined in song and story — a nutty 
trolley “ climbing halfway to the 
stars.” 
They cost about $40,000 apiece to 
build, complete with running boards. 
“ Toonerville” roof, fancy joinery 
and lots of shiny brass. 
The cabiers tote more than 10 
million passengers a year at 25 cents 
a head Some folks, not briefed on 
the homicidal tendencies of the cable 
car. get flung off on sharp curves, 
while bug-eyed survivors risk being 
plastered by cars as they sit in out­ 
side. exposed sections. 
Despite the 1906 earthquake and 
fire, the alarming crash rate and an­ 


nual deficits, the clattertraps sur­ 
vive. Let anyone suggest they be 
killed off as inefficient, dangerous 
and expensive — which they are — 
and that soul is in for trouble. 
For while the cables muttering 
beneath the pavement move them, 
the old things are really powered by 
love Eleven years ago the entire 
system •— cars, tracks, turntables 
and carbarn — was certified a 
national landmark.

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Boredom the chief threat to peacekeepers 


TEX AVIV, Israel (AP) - Shots, 
shells, explosions and plane crashes 
have killed nearly 50 United Nations 
soldiers on peacekeeping duty along 
the Arab-lsraeli cease-fire lines in 
the last 25 years. 
Bat Israeli sources say boredom 
will probably be the chief threat to 
about 100 Americans that will 
operate electronic eyes and ears in 
the sweltering Sinai Desert if 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kis­ 
singer's negotiations succeed and if 
the U.S. Congress approves. 
The new Israeli-Egyptian agree­ 
ment nearing completion calls for 
American civilian technicians to 
man four or more early warning sta­ 
tions along the new cease-fire lines 


to detect any military movements 
that might indicate an attack is in 
the offing 
Aides of Kissinger report about 100 
Americans would be recruited from 
private industry and from among 
veterans of the Central Intelligence 
Agency and the National Security 
Agency. They would carry side arms 
for their personal protection but 
wouldn't have enough firepower to 
hold off an attack. 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin said fighting would be unlikely 
as long as the Americans were in the 
Sinai, since “if Egypt were planning 
war. it would not invite the 
Americans." 


Nor could Egypt unilaterally get 
the Americans out as she did the 
United Nations force before the 1967 
Arab-lsraeli war. The new agree­ 
ment provides that the Americans 
will leave only if both Egypt and 
Israel ask them to go. 
Rabin also rejected the argument 
that stationing U.S. observers on an 
Arab-lsraeli front could result in 
another Vietnam for the United 
States. 
“ Parallels to Vietnam are in­ 
comprehensible." he told other 
leaders of his Labor party. “In Viet­ 
nam. America sent men to fight with 
one side against the other. In Sinai, 
both sides want the Americans ’ 
The information the Americans 


pick up from their radar screens and 
other electronic devices would be 
relayed to both the Egyptians and 
Israelis to prevent secret buildups 
for an offensive. 
U N soldiers known as “the blue 
berets" because of their headgear 
have been doing a peace-watching 
job along Israel’s frontiers since 
1948 Their presence did not prevent 
three Arab-lsraeli wars. But the idea 
apparently is that Egypt or Israel 
would be less likely to attack if 
Americans representing the U.S. 
government were in the line of fire 
American officers for years have 
been stationed at the Jerusalem 
headquarters of the U N. peacekeep­ 


ing force, but they have not been as­ 
signed to the fronts. 
The Sinai terrain resembles the 
rock-and-desert landscape of such 
states as Utah. The U N. troops live 
in tents or sandbagged trailers, and 
their observation posts are usually 
tin-roofed shacks that bake in the 
heat. But an Israeli official said the 
Americans’ posts “at least are bound 
to be air-conditioned, if only to keep 
the electronic equipment cool." 
Kisssinger says he expects 
Congress to approve the assignment 
of Americans to the peacekeeping 
duty after some debate. But two of 
the leading members of the Senate, 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
of Montana and Sen.

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BONN. West Germany (AP) - 
West Germany's worst postwar 
recession has put the Bonn govern­ 
ment on a tightrope between the 
devil of unemployment and the deep 
Mae sea of a record budget deficit. 
In a move coordinated with French 
President Valery Giscard d’Estaing. 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt's 
cabinet this week approved a 12.3 
billion stopgap spending program to 
provide jobs for hard-hit con­ 
struction workers this winter 
The French government also an­ 
nounced a heavy spending program, 
especially in public works, that is ex­ 
pected to pump an extra 16 billion 
into the economy 
The Danish goverment, a third 
member of the European Economic 
Community, announced Thursday 
that it planned to spend 1240 million 
on public works and job training, cut 
retail prices S per cent by reducing 
the value added tax and repay almost 
$175 million in compulsory savings. 
Schmidt and Giscard coordinated 
their programs at a meeting last 
; month after German unemployment 
hit over one million, or 4.5 per cent of 
the work force, and French jobless 
touted nearly 900,000, or 4 per cent. 
Schmidt’s government does not 
pretend it can do more than help the 
hard-hit construction industry 
through the winter season, when

Officials say government spending 
cannot hope to plug the estimated $11 
billion export slump this year caused 
by the world trade recession.

Utilities overcharge 
in state rate hikes 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Three 
major utilities have overcharged 
customers a total of $270 million in 
rate increases to offset rising fuel 
costs, a legislative audit report says 
The audit of the state Public 
Utilities Commission, which ap­ 
proved the rate increases between 
May 1972 and last Dec. 31. was 
released Thursday by the Joint 
Legislative Audit Committee. 
Assemblyman Bob Wilson, the La 
Mesa Democrat who is the commit­ 
tee chairman, said he will sponsor a 
bill requiring that overcharges be 
placed in a fund to cut senior 
citizens' electricity bills 
However. PUC President D W. 
Holmes said that continued rising 
fuel costs and the PUC’s current 
freeze on new offsetting rate hikes 
are “eating up the surplus so fast 
that it soon will be non-existent " 
PUC hearings on the subject have 
been under way since last spring. 
Holmes said, and the overcharge 
surplus has dwindled to about $190 
million. 
He said the PUC has been con­ 
sidering establishing a reserve fund, 
as was recommended by the audit 
report, which listed these amounts of 
overcharge. 
—Southern California Edison Co., 
$145.8 million. 
—Pacific Gas L Electric Co., 
$106 3 million 
-San Diego Gas & Electric Co., 
$16.5 million 
The report said the three utilities 
raised customers' bills by a total of 
$707.5 million to offset fuel price in­ 
creases. but the companies' actual 
recorded costs for fuel during this 
period amounted to $436 9 million. 
Holmes said SDG&E's difference 
has dropped to approximately zero 
and PGItE's is $64 million. Southern 
California Edison s is about $125 
million, he said.

Plastic may cause 
cancer, says FDA 


WASHINGTON <AP> - 
The Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration plans to 
prohibit the use of a com­ 
mon plastic in bottles, 
boxes and other rigid food 
containers because it says 
the product might cause 
cancer. 
The proposed ban would 
be on polyvinyl chloride, 
the second most common 
production plastic. 
Polyvinyl chloride is a 
solid derivative of vinyl 
chloride gas. The gaseous 
form is w idely a c ­ 
knowledged as a cancer 
agent, and its use is 
already under strict 
government regulation. 
The FDA Thursday cited 
“ evidence that residues of 


vinyl chloride may migrate 
into food from the semi­ 
rigid. rigid and generally 
h eavier

(v in y l 
chloride 1 plastics,” the 
most widespread of which 
is polyvinyl chloride. 


The industry denied that 
there is a possibiliy of 
polyvinyl chloride causing 
cancer

According to figures released by 
city officials Thursday, a patrolman 
at the five-year level will receive 
$1.388 per month through December 
this year, and $1.392 per month from 
January through June next year — 
for a total of 816.704 for the year. 


From July 1976 to June 1977 the 
monthly salary for patrolman will 
jump to $1.489 for an annual income 
of $17.868. 


The salary figures are based on an 
immediate three per cent increase, 
four per cent in January and seven 
per cent next July. Police will also 
receive an additional increase in 
July 1977 based on the increase 
Pomona firemen receive under their 
contract with the city. 


Mayor Ray Lepire said that the 
pact will force budget cuts in the 


police departm ent totaling about 
$95.000 in nonessential items. The 
cuts will be based on the recommen­ 
dations of Police Chief F. P. Wallick, 


“Notwithstanding the financial im­ 
pact of this agreement, upon city 
finances, it does provide for a three- 
year time period within which to pre­ 
plan the budget costs for police ser­ 
vices.” said Lepire. 


The city had only included funds 
for a 2 5 per cent increase for 
employes this year, and the first 
year phase of the police agreement 


totals about five per cent plus $8 33 
per month per officer in additional 
clothing allowance. 


The contract will also grant police 
an additional holiday for the 1976-77 
year, and another additional holiday 
for the 1977-78 year. That will give 
police a total of 12 paid holidays per 
year, plus three hours for Good Fri­ 
day. 


The agreement was reached dur­ 
ing a seven-hour negotiating session 
that began early Wednesday after­ 
noon at City Hall. 


lepire stated that both rides 
granted concessions in reaching the 
settlement, which has been unof­ 
ficially approved by each of the 
Pomona council members and the 
leadership of the police officers as­ 
sociation. 
A no-strike clause is also included 
in the agreement. 
City Administrator Jerrold Gonce 
characterized the settlement as “in 
the best interest of all and 
reasonable to everyone ” 
Rick Shaurette. president of the 
police association, said he was 


pleased with the package 
The agreement ended more than 
two months of troubled negotiations 
that advanced through im passe 
proceedings, mediation and arbitra­ 
tion. job slowdowns and a threatened 
strike by police and a city counter­ 
threat to fire officers if a strike oc­ 
curred 
With the signing of the three-year 
agreement, which the City Council 
will officially consider on Sept. 8. no 
negotiations between police and the 
city will occur until fringe benefits 
are discussed for the 1977-78 vear.

The original buyer. Robert L 
Hamilton. 32. Alexandria. Va . paid 
$6 a case for it in Pomona and On­ 
tario Liquor stores before loading it 
onto his refrigerated truck for tran­ 
sportation back to Washington. He 
had hoped to get $9 a case when he 
got it there 
But Hamilton died in a Claremont 
motel Aug 8. apparently of a drug 


overdose, police said The truck, the 
beer and Hamilton s embalmed body 
subsequently w ere released to 
Hamilton's uncle. Walter F Htggin. 
of Washington. D C ., who with two 
companions drove it back home 
After arriving there the three men 
were arrested by authorities who had 
the truck under surveillance. The

on atom bomb 


It s a good thing the United States won the war, 
one writer remarked on the just-passed 30th an­ 
niversary of the surrender of Japfcn in 1945. 
^Otherwise the world might be flooded today with 
«Hondas and Sonys. 
Z This is clever. It also reveals a serious mis­ 
reading of what the Second World War was all 
about, as well as constitutes a gross libel against 
the American nation. 
The U.S. fought the war not to block the peaceful 
economic expansion of Japan, or of Germany, nor 
to protect American companies from competition, 
but to prevent the economic (and political) domina­ 
tion by these countries over their neighbors by vir­ 
tue of military conquest. 
If Hondas and Sonys, not to mention 
Volkswagens are flooding the world today, it is 
because people want to buy these products and not 
because they are forced to. Far from suggesting 
that World War II was a useless waste, this fact 
demonstrates how successfully its immediate aim 
was achieved. 
Another writer observed that despite the passage 
of 30 years since America dropped atomic bombs on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, "the moral anguish of 
those actions torments us still." 
Now no doubt some Americans are tormented 
with anguish over Hiroshima and Nagasaki, but the 
vast majority of them when they think about the 
atomic bombings, which is seldom, have much the 
same feelings they have when they think about the 
fire bombings of Hamburg, Dresden and Tokyo, 
which is also seldom: These were terrible, terrible 
ihings, and possibly even unnecessary, as we are 
now told. But they were acts of war, committed in 
the heat and press of war, a war which our enemies 
had brought down upon themselves. 
Fortunately, the Japanese and Germans seem to 
r|iave a clearer perspective on World War II than 
some Americans do. Both nations have accepted 
their responsibilities for starting the war, as well as 
The just consequences of having lost it. For Ger­ 
many. this is totally different from the situation in 
•the 1920s and 1930s, when bitterness over the harsh 
Versailles treaty helped pave the way for the rise of 
Hitler. 
One traveler to Japan a few years ago reported 
the perplexity of Japanese scientists, government 
officials and others when told about the guilt 
Americans feel for having used the Bomb against 
them. The Japanese would have done the same 
thing had positions been reversed, they said. 
"Much unreasonable suffering, to the people of 
Japan as well as to the Americans and other peo­ 
ples of the world," was caused by Japan's senseless 
.insistence on fighting on for more Hum a year after 
-4t became obvious it had no hope of victory, says 
Masatake Okumiya, a retired general of Japan's 
Air Self Defense Force. 
The ignorance of the people about the true condi­ 
tions of the war, together with historical factors — 
such as the expectation of a "miracle" like the 
divine wind (kamikaze) that saved Japan from a 
Mongol invasion in the 13th century — prolonged 
the conflict, he writes in PHP magazine, published 
by PHP (Peace, Happiness, Prosperity) Institute, 
founded in 1946 by Japanese electronics pioneer and 
^ philanthropist Konosk ue Matsushita. 
, Today there are 40 million more Japanese than 
there were at the end of World War II. Almost total­ 
ly dependent upon foreign countries for raw 
materials and energy, the Japanese realize that 
they need the friendship, goodwill and cooperation 
of people all over the world. 
"There is no other way for Japan," says 
Okumiya. "For if there is any lesson we have 
learned from our experience, it is that we must not 
make war again." 


After surrender 


Mayor Joseph AUoto is starting to pay the price 
• for the sweetheart deal he made to get striking San 
Francisco police and firemen back to work. He 
wanted a settlement of this dangerous situation to 
cap his departure from office But his settlement- 
at any-cost is being criticized not only in his own 
city but by others who appreciate the precedent 
that may have been set. 
The precedent is no less than what Governor 
Brown has described: striking public employes 
were allowed "to get their way through illegality 
end brute force. 
When public employes, par­ 
ticularly those in essential services, can take the 
law in their own hands and come away with virtual­ 
ly everything they demanded, that is a proper con­ 
cern of a governor. 
it ts a proper concern, too, of other municipal ex­ 
ecutives who might have to deal with this kind of 
coercive power. The most aggressive of the public 
employe organizations have the San Francisco 
model as an argument for their tactics. U will be 
counter productive in the long run, of course, since 
there are only so many tax dollars to go around, but 
Mayor Alioto's example can provide many hard 
days ahead before the eventual reckoning — The 
Daily Enterprise, Riverside.

As a former resident and native of 
Puerto Rico, I believe that most of 
the island's inhabitants will favor be­ 
ing a commonwealth of the United 
States forever If the question of 
independence should arise again, let 
the people of Puerto Rico decide, not 
Cuba.

Study warns of terrorists 


WASHINGTON - The State 
Department sees a "clear possibility 
that terrorists will use fright 
w eapon s," such as la sa rs, 
chemicals, biologicals, radiation and 
nuclear arms, to blackmail and 
perhaps destroy nations. 
Although "such use is not in­ 
evitable." according to a State 
Department study, the technology is 
available to develop scare weapons 
and terrorists have the ability to 
steal them. 
Still, the State Department holds 
out hope that ‘ small radical group«'’ 
cannot acquire the hideous weapons 
and that " la r g er te rro r ist 
organizations" will be deterred from 
using them "by what would be an ex­ 
tremely severe response by the 
world community." 
World opinion, however, has not 
deterred terrorists from committing 
small-scale outrages. Since 1968, 
terrorists have killed 980 people and 
have wounded another 600 to 800. 
Among the victims, 16 U.S. officials 
have been murdered and 38 have 
been wounded 
The terrorists have also managed 
to arm themselves with deadly, 
sophisticated weapons, including 
shoulder-fired Soviet m issiles 
capable of knocking down airliners, 
The State Department study con­ 
firms our past reports that Libya has 
been an important source of weapons 


for terrorist groups. On May 85.1974, 
we called Libya's Muammar Quad- 
dafi one of the world's most 
irresponsible leaders for arming 
terrorists, without much thought for 
the consequences. 
The Soviets have sent huge arms 
shipments to Qaddafi who has sup­ 
plied terrorist groups from Ireland 
to the Philippines. Meanwhile, he is 
trying to get his hands on tactical nu­ 
clear weapons. 
Apparently, terrorist organiza­ 
tions work together through an inter­ 
national radical underground. "We 
have seen cooperation among 
terrorist groups in Latin America." 
states the study. "Additionally, there 
are indications of increasing 
cooperation among the Baader-Mein- 
hof gang In West Germany, the so- 
called Japanese Red Army and Pal­ 
estinian terrorist groups, particular­ 
ly the Popular Front for the Libera­ 
tion of Palestine .*’ 
Kidnaping has become a favorite 
terrorist tactic The State Depart­ 
ment cites a Rand Corporation study 
of 68 major diplomatic kidnaping ef­ 
forts. In 87 per cent of the cases, the 
hostages were seized successfully. In 
79 per cent of the cases, the kid­ 
napers escaped punishment. 
Kkkiaptigf has become a favorite 
terrorist tactic The State Depart­ 
ment conducted the study in 
response to questions from the 


Senate Internal Security subcommit­ 
tee. which will publish the results 
shortly. 
SOVIET GRAIN CONTROVER­ 
SY : The Soviets have asked 
Washington for perm ission to 
purchase another 11 million tons of 
grain. This would more than double 
the » 8 million tons that have already 
been sold to Russia. 
The total sale. If the new request is 
approved, would come close to 21 
million tons — almost two million 
tons more than the controversial 1972 
wheat deal. 
Farm organizations are for ap­ 
proval of the Soviet request. The 
farmers contend that the govern­ 
ment encouraged them to increase 
their planting this spring 
The 
American wheat crop, therefore, is 
expected to surpass two billion 
bushels this year. Two-thirds of this 
must be sold overseas, the farmers 
claim Otherwise, they will be stuck 
with huge surplus stocks and the bot­ 
tom will fall out of the market. 


The sale of another 10 million tons 
to Russia, on the other hand, will 
push up grain prices. One possibility, 
which the diplomats are trying to 
work out, is to exchange American 
grain for Soviet oil Our sources say 
the U.S. might be able to import 
about eight per cent of its oil require­ 
ments from the Soviet Union

U.S. wasting 
nuclear waste 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Looking down the pike, 
perhaps the most serious environmental problem facing 
this nation — and the world — is disposal of radioactive 
waste. As more reactors are built and more electric 
power produced, the amount of this dangerous material 
which must be stored for thousands of years staggers the 
imagination. 


One would think that rational men would be putting a 
major effort into imaginative proposals for detoxifying 
the waste, reducing the amount to be handled or in finding 
controlled uses for the material. 


The effort, however, has so far been trivial. The at­ 
titude in the executive circles which make the decisions is 
to dispose of the waste, and the problem by hiding, forget­ 
ting that over the long haul, this ts an impossibility, un­ 
less we ship the stuff to the moon and dump it. which 
would be a crime in itself. 


There are, however, practical avenues open for solving 
the problem. 
It has now become theoretically possible, with the 
proper use of lasers, to separate one isotope from another 
relatively cheaply. It should be possible, therefore, 
with some research, to develop simple, economical ways 
to separate the dangerous radioactive material in the 
waste of nuclear power plants from the vastly larger body 
of material with which it is mixed, thereby reducing the 
amount of matter which must be safely and expensively 
stored by 90 to 95 per cent or more. This step alone could 
make the waste manageable. 


But the search for solutions should not end there. 
Radioactive isotopes have a wide range of established 
uses in industry, medicine, agriculture and research. It 
would be well worthwhile to spend an extraordinary 
amount of time and effort — involving some of this 
country’s top scientific brains — on finding large-scale 
uses for particular radioactive isotopes in nuclear waste 
The waste might be disposed of at a profit, or at a 
minimal loss. 


There are other possibilities which promise partial 
solutions. Experiments should be conducted on ways to 
destroy a major portion of the radioactivity by converting 
some of the isotopes into other non-radioactive types, 
perhaps by bombardment with some subatomic particle 
Nuclear energy is not the only field in which dosed 
minds stand in the way of solutions, of course. After 
several years looking into the problems that the govern­ 
ment faces in policing and controlling pollution, I am con­ 
vinced that, in the end, this nuisance will be effectively 
reduced only when we find practical and possibly 
profitable uses for a sizeable share of the pollutants 
Otherwise control will become too costly in its effects on 
our economy and thereby on our lives. 
This is not to abandon our efforts at bringing pollution 
within tolerable limits. It is rather to find another, more 
practical and effective road. 
The same approach would apply equally in the energy 
field. The big savings in the coming five to 10 years will 
come not from increased production but from using 
energy more efficiently. In some manner then there 
should be rewards for those industrial and private con­ 
sumers who develop or adopt more efficient ways of using 
energy and a strong effort made to ease the red tape and 
other obstacles which stand in the way of innovation It is 
ridiculous, for example, to penalize a company, as has 
been done, for spending considerable sums on new 
techniques or for antipollution devices by arbitrarily rais­ 
ing tax rates, based on the increased capital value of the 
plant.

A man rose from the 
audience to say be was terribly upset 
because often he tries to think of a 
name but can’t recall it Dr. Lord 
answered, "Why, that happens to me 
all the time and I’m not the toast bit 
upset by it." 
A tew weeks later we spent • day 
with Dr Lord and Gerry mentioned 
the man s question and ashed her if 


she really thought there was no im­ 
pairment of our mental faculties as 
we grow older Her response was 
most comforting She said, "When I 
was eight years oid my mother sent 
me upstairs to get two things. When I 
got to the top of the stairs 1 
remembered only one and had 
forgotten the other. I had to call 
down to mother to refresh my 
memory There was no suggestion by 
my mother or other members of my 
family that, because 1 was eight 
years oid. 1 was losing my memory 
And when I was in my early twenties 
and teaching at a university, 1 had 
forgotten to put on my shoes I Mood 
before my class in bedroom slippers 
There may have been titters and 
remarks about the ‘absent-minded 
professor* but no one implied that I 
was losing my mind " Apparently, 
many people are obsessed and 
worried about lapses of memory and 
this applies to younger people as 
well And for those of us who are ag­ 
ing. we may have almost total recall 
of things we saw, heard or did in the 
past yet we can't remember 
something which happened yester­ 
day or what we had planned on doing 
today Perhaps it's because many 
things of the past seem more impor­ 
tant to us. However, you have tots of 
company because many people do 


forget names, places, dates, song 
and book titles, etc. 
Some memory experts recom­ 
mend association as a means of 
remembering names and this often 
works. It can also lead to one calling 
Mr Fox. Mr Wolf But if Mr. Fox 
has a sense of humor. he'U probably 
laugh U he doesn t, cross him off 
your list. 
Repetition and connotation also 
can help keep us strolling along 
memory lane, but this once 
backfired for Alan King Some years 
ago. the comedian-actor was 
scheduled for a command perfor­ 
mance in London and had been told 
lie would be presented to Queen 
Elizabeth alter the show For days 
he practiced las greeting, "How-do- 
you-do. Your Majesty, How-do-you- 
do. Your Majesty " He kept reciting 
the greeting to himself to make sure 
he would say the right thing After 
the performance he was introduced 
to Queen Elizabeth who said. "How- 
do-you-do Mr King ’’ "How-do-you 
do.

Widow is not entitled 
to death benefits 


My husband died in 1972. I have goae to the Social 
Security office in Pomona twice and called on the phone 
three times about the widow's funeral benefit, which I 
never received. 
Ail I’ve gotten is the run-a-round, being told the staff 
would check into it. So far nothing has happened. 
I am enclosing the photostatic copy of my husband's 
death certificate. — F. R., Claremont. 


We were told by a Social Security representative that 
you had been notified previously that you were not eligi­ 
ble for the lump sum death benefit. 
Your husband, who was self-employed, hadn't worked 
sufficiently under Social Security to qualify for the death 
benefit. 
It can be paid only if the person who died was fully in­ 
sured for Social Security benefits or was “currently in­ 
sured," which means he must have worked in six of the 
last 13 quarters (of a year) under the Social Security 
program, previous to his death.

Columbia Research Corp. is sending out in the Pomona 
area letters stating that the recipients have been 
computer-selected io receive a Las Vegas vacation for 
two. 
The vacation is supposed to be worth well over $506 in 
benefits and to include a lodging, food and beverage 
allowance, “roll after roH’’ of cash nickels, a bundle of 
lucky bucks for casino play, free slot machine play and, if 
they fly to Las Vegas, use for 24 hours of an air- 
conditioned car.

U it is a come-on, you might 
save some of these people from being taken In. — H. S.,

Research Corp 
Cuneo filed a lawsuit against Market Development 
Corp and Anderson last year. 
The firm and its president then filed bankruptcy 
proceedings in federal court in Ohio. 
The bankruptcy court barred the state Attorney 
General's Office from proceedings against Market 
Developmewnt and Anderson, who subsequently were 
judged bankrupt 
Cuneo thinks materials being distributed by Columbia 
Research Corp violate terms of a previous injunction ob­ 
tained against Anderson as president of Market Develop­ 
ment. 
Columbia Research is being investigated by his office 
and other state and federal enforcement agencies He

Why tennis is my racket 


Now that the tennis matches at 
Forest Lawn — I mean. Forest Hills 
— are practically upon us, it is a 
good time for us to brush up on our 
knowledge of tennis and see what the 
net result will be 


Horseracing is known as the Sport 
rtf Kings because of the number of 
racetracks (Jamaica. Pimlico, Mali- 
bu. etc.) in Kings County, N.Y.. but 
tennis is known as the Royal Racket 
because it was first popularized in 
the Middle ages by middle-aged 
kings and their queen-sized consorts. 
The name tennis comes from the 
French “tenez," the signal to begin. 
The French also shout a lot of other 
thing, especially when they are los­ 
ing (“ Morbleu!" “ Sacre nom!" 
“Cheateur!” and “Whaddya mean 
‘out’, vous blind m an'") Cheating a 
Frenchman at tennis is courting dis­ 
aster. 


Tennis is usually played by two to 
four people, all younger than you. 
The 78-foot court is much narrower 
on the opponent's side, and the net is 
higher on yours. This is called "dou­ 
ble fault.'* 
The surface of the court may be 
wood, asphalt, clay or concrete. 


hence the name “lawn tennis 
Depending upon the neighborhood, 
the court may also be covered with 
leaves, twigs, bottle tops, bobby pins 
and an occasional child. All should be 
disposed of before commencing play 
The object of the game is to knock 
the ball with the racket into the op­ 
ponent's court so that he cannot 
return it. Failing this, you can 
always knock the opponent into the 
court. This is known as an “overhead 
smash." 
When the ball is returned (and it 
always is), you have your choice erf 
three strokes, all equally useless. 
These are forehand, for balls that 
land in front of you; backhand, for 
those on the wrong side, and volley, 
for those that hit you in the face. 
For reasons best known to the 
French, the scoring in tennis goes 15, 
30. 40 and game. If you tie your oppo­ 
nent at 40-all, it is called “deuce,“ 
after Benito Mussolini. Set scores 
are always 6-3, 3-0 
When one player wins all the 
points, it is known as a "love game 
There’s an amusing little story in 
connection with that — but maybe 
this isn't the place to go into it. 
A few rudimentary lessons in court 


strategy will enable you to hold your 
own with the best tennis players in 
your home. It has been my ex­ 
perience that your opponent always 
calls your first serve out. Stop short, 
an astounded look on your face 
Don't say anything, but shake your 
bead as you walk back to serve 
again. If she has an ounce of sen­ 
sitivity. he’ll call the next one good 
even if it’s three feet over the base 
line. 


Gasp a lot as you play. This 
worries your (younger) opponent 
who is afraid you'll have a cardiac If 
you play with lawyers, they’ll know 
they will not be held accountable by 
law if you keel over, but they get to 
hitting the ball where you can get to 
it without too much exertion 


When you flub a shot, look angrily 
at vour racket as if to say. “They 
don t build them the way they used 
to " Hit a lot of high lobs It doesn’t 
help, but it gives you time to catch 
your breath while your opponent is 
waiting to kill the ball 
Now you know all about this 
fascinating game that Is rapidly 
becoming a public nuisance. 
Tennis, anyone?

DEAR DR LAMB - I have what 
the doctors call spastic colon. They 
say you have to learn to live with, but 
that is awful hard living. One doctor 
gave me Librax that helped some to 
stop some of the gas which 1 had so 
badly. I have some bieeding each 
morning and that worries me. 


When I get up in the morning I hurt 
across my back above my waistline. 
The doctors say, “Weli, be thankful 
it leaves you during the day.“ 
My X rays show only spastic colon 
I was operated on in 1973 for 
hemorrhoids. Could this bleeding 
come from that? 
Dr. Lamb. I am really confused as 
to what to do and think there must be 
something better than Just living 
with this condition. One of your 
columns said you could do something 
about it I would appreciate any ad 
vice you can give me. I know several 
friends here with the same trouble 
who are also regular readers of your 
column I’m not a coffee or tea 
drinker, maybe one cup a day. 
DEAR READER - Most people 
with spastic colon problems can help 
themselves by changing their diet 
and living pattern. A common cause 
of these difficulties is not enough 
bulk in the diet. The problem is then 


made worse by taking laxatives or 
enemas 
The colon needs to have enough 
bulk in the food residue to contract 
against. When the bulk is adequate 
the colon contracts regularly in a 
rhythmic fashion and does not go into 
spasm 
One of the best sources is cereal 
fiber or bran. I would recommend 
that you eat a bowl erf cereal every 
morning, one of the whole wheat or 
bran cereals Also drink two glasses 
of liquid, even if it is just warm 
water, after breakfast You can use 
prunes too if you want, but don’t 
neglect the fiber you need 
Also 
switch to whole wheat breads and 
use no white flour products You can 
also use some leafy or bulky 
vegetables, salads are the best here 
You may still have gas and symp­ 
toms for three weeks on this diet 
But, if you stick out the three weeks 
your colon will have made some 
adjustments, and you will be better 
off. Of course you should use no 
chemical laxatives during this 
period. One of the bulk expanders 
such as Metamucil can be used if 
necessary, or you can use a tap 
water enema every three days if yon 
must, but try to get off that as soon 
as possible. 


Gas formation comes from many 
causes, including intolerance to 
milk. You can check that out by 
eliminating milk and milk products 
for a while. And. how do you eat 
cereal« without milk — you can eat 
them dry if you need to. The small 
shredded wheat biscuits dry are not 
bad 
For older people, too many 
sweets sometimes overload the 
system's ability to absorb sugars and 
lead to symptoms similar to spastic 
colon with gas. If you used coffee or 
tea in any amount I would suggest 
stopping them. 


You need to train your bowel. 
Those wanting more information on

Bieeding In your case is probably 
from your hemorrhoids.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
More than 130,000 imported 
car owners will face repair 
biUs up to $250 for an­ 
tism og

justments because of 
relaxed federal regula­ 
tions, the Los Angeles 
Times said today. 
Many 1975-model im­ 
ports will require the 
adjustments after being 
driven 25.000 to 30.000 
miles, the report said. The 
repair costs, excluding 
labor, will range from $100 
to $250. according to the 
Times. 
The adjustments will be 
necessary because of a 
1972 ruling that automobile 
companies could replace 
catalytic-converter smog 
devices once during a 
required 50.000-mile certi - 


fication test 
The ruling, issued by the 
federal 
Environmental 
Protection Agency, was in­ 
tended only to apply to cars 
used in the certification 
tests. 
But in effect, the regula­ 
tions meant the EPA con­ 
sidered such a replace­ 
ment part of the normal 
maintenance costs ex­ 
pected of car owners, the 
Times said. 
Most manufacturers 
developed longer-lasting 
catalysts by the time the 
devices were introduced on 
the 1975 cars and thus did 
not require catalyst re­ 
placements to pass the 
EPA certification tests. 
However, because of 
either necessity or caution, 
some of the foreign 


manufacturers ordered 
replacements at either 
25.000 or 30,000 miles, the 
Times said.

Lawyer claims 
Doctors' strike 
may be blessing

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
A stike by California physi­ 
cians over malpractice in­ 
surance costs could turn 
out to be a blessing ir. dis­ 
guise. says the president of 
the California T rial 
Lawyers Association. 
E lm er Low. a Los 
Angeles attorney, said that 
such a walkout could cut 
down on unneeded opera­ 
tions that run up hospital 
bills and kill thousands of 
patients each year. 
" I can suggest to you 
that the threatened strike 
may turn out to be a bless­ 
ing for health care con­ 
sumers. and ultimately for 
the great majority of our 
doctors who must pay for 
th*; incompetence and 
venality of a few.” he said 
m a letter to the Assembly. 
Low said a Ralph Nader 
study found that 20 per cent 
of all surgeries are un­ 
necessary and will kill 
35.000 Americans and C06t 
$3 billion this year. 
“ Nobody really wants 
another doctors’ strike.” 
Low added. “ But given a 
choice between a strike 
and laws that strip away 
the rights of malpractice 
victims, the strike is 
probably the lesser of two 
evils.” 
Many doctors throughout 
the state withheld all but 
emergency services last 
May. and there have been, 
indications of another 
slowdown or strike if the 
legislature doesn't pass a 
malpractice reform bill 
this year. 
Meanwhile Wednesday a 
half dozen doctors' wives 
led a rally at the state 
C apitol 
urging 
the 
legislature to pass doctor- 
backed bills aimed at cut­ 
ting medical malpractice 
insurance premiums. 
“ We re hoping they don’t 
mess it up by watering it 
down.” said Roberta 
Weintraub. a physician s 
wife and a founder of 
Women for Malpractice 
fteform in the San Fer­ 
nando Valley. 


She referred to such 
doctor-supported 
legisla­ 
tion as a bill by Barry 
Keene. 
D-Eureka, 
awaiting a Senate vote. 
Keene says the measure 
would 
cut 
doctors 
premiums by 30 per cent. 
“ We d like something to 
happen, even on an interim 
basis, that would maybe 
cool insurance premiums 
down,” Mrs 
Weintraub 
said. 
As she spoke, a woman 
wearing a nurse’s uniform 
marched past with a 
placard saying. “ When 
You’re Sick You Need 
Your Doctor Not Your 
Lawyer.” 
The 145 protesters in­ 
cluded nurses and senior 
citizens 
The group sought a 
meeting with Gov. Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr., but was 
told to present questions to 
Dr. Jerome Lackner, 
Brown's health director. 
They also met with Sen 
Dennis Carpenter, R- 
Newport Beach, who is 
carrying another malprac­ 
tice bill. 


In another development, 
the Chico Chamber of 
Commerce released a 
report suggesting cures for 
the malpractice insurance 
crisis. 
Jim Lynch, chamber 
general manager, said the 
report recommends man­ 
datory arbitration of 
doctor patient disputes and 
a program of doctor recer­ 
tification 
Of the Keene bill. Lynch 
said. “ It’s a good start. 
The trouble is whenever 
you see bills like this, by 
the time they get through 
castrating them, there 
isn't much left.” 
Lynch said more than 
half the doctors in Chico 
have left because of the 
cost 
of 
insurance 
prem ium s, 
and 
the 
chamber is involved 
because it wants to get the 
doctors who left to come 
back and the doctors still 
there to stay.

“ I think Phil Chenier and I w ill be 
the best backcourt in basketball,” 
Bing said. "This is an important 
move in my career. Every individual 
goal is behind me. I ward to win the 
championship." 
Boh F e rry , B u lle ts general 
manager, talked in sim ilar terms 
about Bing, the nine-year veteran 
who was unhappy with the Pistons 
and eager to return to Washington to 
close his playing career with a m ulti­ 
year contract. 
“ I think we’ve got the best 
backcourt that’s ever been in basket­ 
b all," Ferry said, including in his as­ 
sessments third-guard Jim m y Jones, 
whose availability still is uncertain 
because of a leg injury sustained dur­ 
ing the 1975 NBA playoffs. 
At 31, Bing is six years older than 
Porter, who led the NBA tn assists 
last season and had 152 steals, 36 
more than Bing.

Blythe and the Palo Verde Valley —The dove population 
is very good along the length of the Colorado River from 
Karp south says warden Capt Jam es Reynolds of the 
California Department of Fish and Game 
Reynolds says harvested wheat fields in the F’alo Verde 
Valley should offer the best shooting He said more acres 
had been planted in wheat than ever before and that the, 
large number ol open fields presented hunters with the 
opportunity of spacing out and avoiding potentially 
dangerous concentrations 
White-wings are still numerous despite recent cool 
evenings. 
Bard-Winterhaven-Yuma 
— Doves are plentiful but 
hunting opportunities in this area should be limited by two 
iactors. says Capt Reynolds One is the closing to hunting 
this year of the Fort 'i uma Indian Reservation; the other 
is the large number of new citrus orchards in the vicinity 
of Bard. Reynolds savs trespass citations will be issued to 
hunters who invade these orchards without written per­ 
mission from the owner 
Imperial Valley — Dove hunting should be good — not 
excellent — in the Imperial Valley savs warden Lewis 
Pcngillv of Brawley Pengillv recommends hunters spend 
a couple of hours the day preceeding the start of the 
season by driving through the valley looking for suitable 
stubble fields 
Doves are located in wheat and milo stubble fields on 


the west side of the Main Canal from the Mexican border 
to Imlcr Road directly west of Imperial and along the 
Alamo River south of Brawley to the border, also along 
the East H rhlinc Canal from the All-American Canal to 
Highway 78 
Pengrillv says the wheat harvest has been completed, 
and many fields are being turned over, but that the milo 
harvest is in progress and new stubbie made available 
every day 
Other areas cited for potentially good hunting are the 
East Highline Canal from Rutherford Road north in stub­ 
ble fields and groves, the barley fields near Niland which 
contain many wild sunflower seeds, and the Wister unit of 
the Imperial Wildlife Area. Pengillv says Wister should 
be particularly good and he reminds hunters to obtain per­ 
mits at the check station just off Highway 111 
Farther south, the Finnev-Ramer unit of the Imperial 
Wildlife Area should offer good shooting, says Pengillv. 
as should the Alamo River where it meets the Vail Canal 
Coachella Valley — Warden Daniel Hoggard of North 
Shore is enthusiastic about dove hunting opportunities 
here this season. 
“The real hot spots,'* says Hoggard, “are the grain 
fields near the Thermal Airport/ ' Other locations men­ 
tioned by Hoggard include the Lake Cahuilla area. Polk 
Street and 62nd Avenue, Buchanan and 67 Avenue, the 
Coachella Canal between Indio and Mecca and the desert 
scrub between the canal and the farming area 
Hunters says some citrus grove owners will give per­ 
mission for hunters to enter, but other orchards are 
closed Citations will be issued for trespass. 


Hunters were reminded that the smaller Mexican 
ground doves often found in citrus orchards are protected 
Remainder of Riverside County — Dove are to be found 
throughout the county, but most of it is private land and 
only open to the hunter by written permit from the owner. 
Perris Reservior will not open to hunting until Sept 6 
because the holiday weekend is expected to draw a large 
crowd to the lake, according to Bonner Blong, DFG 
wildlife biologist. 
Antelope Valley — Until about a week ago doves were 
present in fair numbers, but a series of cool days caused 
then to move on. Others have moved in. however, during 
the past couple of days. Here, as in Riverside County, the 
problem is finding land on which to hunt. 
One such opportunity exists along the California 
Aqueduct between 60th Street West and 306th Street West 
In fact, this area will be open for all upland game hunting 
with the following restrictions: 
— All laws relating to reasons, bag limits, methods of 
take, and firearms restrictions must be followed 
— No discharge of firearms is permitted within 150 
yards of any building, check structure, siphon or bikeway 
rest stop. 
— No shooting is perm itted from the aqueduct 
maintenance roads, nor is shooting permitted toward or 
over the aqueduct or its maintenance roads. 
Elsew here in Southern California dove hunting 
prospects for the unattached hunter were not particularly 
attractive. 
Other last-minute reminders for dove hunters; 
— Fish and Game wardens will be out in force the

J o h n L e w i s , i n t e r ­ 
nationally famous jazz 
pianist, com poser and 
teacher, will perform in an

Lewis will also present 
the premiere performance 
of the piano solo version of 
his “ In Memoriam” Satur­ 
day with the Santa Barbara 
Symphony O rchestra 
A 
tribute to past jazz greats, 
the work became the final 
album recorded by Lewis 
and his legendary Modem 
Jazz Quartet, which per­ 
formed together for more 
than 20 years. 
Described by jazz critic 
Ijconard Father as “one of 
the most brilliant minds 
ever applied to ja z z .” 
L e w i s 
s t u d i e d 
anthropology and music at 
the U niversity of New 
Mexico until 1942. After his 
discharge from the Army 
in 1945. he went to New 
York where he joined Diz­ 
zy Gillespie's band and at­ 
tended the Manhattan 
School of Music. 
In the formative years to 
follow. Lewis toured and 
played 
with G illespie, 
Illinois Jacquet. Lester 
Young and Charlie Parker 


and soloed and arranged 
for Miles Davis. 
Lewis had met Kenny 
Clarke, a drummer, and 
Ray Brown, bassist, in the 
Gillespie band They began 
playing together with Milt 
Jackson on vibes, and in 
1952 the Modern Jazz 
Quartet was born. 
For the next 22 years, 
Lewis served as director 
and chief creative force for 
the group 
The quartet 
became one of the more 
dominant forces in the 
history of jazz. 
Since disbanding the 
quartet in 1974, Lewis has 
continued to se rv e as 
musical director for the 
Monterey Jazz Festival. 
He also teaches jazz theory 
at New York City College 
and Harvard University. 


Harmonica 


Benjamin Franklin in­ 
vented the harmonica. It 
was made of glass bowls 
and played by running 
fingers around the rim s of 
the bowls.

AMSTERDAM (AP> - 
More and more Dutchmen 
are finding the cost of stay­ 
ing married loo high these 
days. 
T hey 
a re 
g e ttin g 
divorced in droves, twice 
as many in 1974 ( 21.000 
couples) as four years 
previously (10.300). 
Social workers inter­ 
viewed by The Associated 
P r e s s 
a g re e d 
th a t 
economic problems are in­ 
creasingly given as rea­ 
sons for seeking a divorce. 
Husbands complain they 
are fed up with meeting the 
mortgage or paying high 
rents. A growing number 
of men consider them­ 
selves better off single. 
One husband recently 
sought advice on divorce 
proceedings because he 
claimed his wife had just 
spent $250 — half his 
month's salary — on exotic 
plants for the living room. 
“ A lot of couples want to 
live way above their means 
and they get into the red/' 
said Mrs. Eva van Dijk, a 
social w orker in The 
Hague. “For them, divorce 
is often the easiest way 
out. 
“ In The Netherlands, the 
state will pay the legal fees 


of a divorce if a couple can 
show that expenses are out 
of proportion to income.” 
Divorce was made easier 
under 1971 legislation 
which makes it possible for 
a couple who consent 
simply on the grounds of 
incom patibility. When 
proceedings are contested 
by one party, the court can 
grant what is known as 
“separation of table and 
bed.” 
Then if the couple live 
apart for two years, the 
divorce is granted and can­ 
not be further contested. 
Officials admit the jump 
in the divorce statistics has 
been larg e r than an­ 
ticipated. “We expected 
some rise after the new 
law was introduced, hut 
not quite of these propor­ 
tions,” said a spokesman 
for the Social Affairs 
Ministry. 
An independent survey 
reported one in every five 
new m arriages — i.e., 
those occurring in the last 
five years — has ended in 
divorce, while serious 
social problems exist in 
one in s e v e n of all 
marriages. 
“ I t ’s quite common 
nowadays.” said Mrs. van 
Dijk. “ for a young couple 
to get divorced and sell off 


their possessions. They get 
rid of furniture they didn’t 
need in the first place, rid 
themselves of a high mort­ 
gage or rent and go back to 
living the happy life of a 
bachelor. 
“Some go tack tc univer­ 
sity as if nothing had hap­ 
pened. The question of 
alimony is not even discus­ 
sed in many cases.” 
Peter van Nieuwland, a 
social worker in Amster­ 
dam. said there was a dis­ 
tinct increase in the 
number of people who get 
involved in the costs of set­ 
ting up home, become dis­ 
illusioned by the expenses 
and head for the divorce 
courts. “ They need big 
mortgages which means 
taking out a big bank loan. 
Then they find the monthly 
payments too high to meet 
and t h a t 's when the 
marriage starts to crack.” 
The law makes divorce 
easier by providing legal 
aid in cases of need, but 
well funded couples can 
still pay up to 8,000 
guilders (about $3,100) for 
their divorces, depending 


on the complications of the 
case. 
Experts consider the 
divorce rate here may now 
be catching up to other 
Western countries. As 
recently as 1972 — the last 
year for which inter­ 
national statistics are 
available — the British 
divorce rate per thousand 
couples was 50 per cent* 
higher than the Dutch, 
Finland and West Ger­ 
many twice as high, 
Sweden and Denmark 
three times higher, and the 
United States five times as 
high. 
There were 14,938 Dutch 
divorces in 1972, and the 
biggest increase has come 
since. 
As the divorce rate has 
climbed, the marriage rate 
has slid. 1 


In 1970. approximately 
124.000 Dutch couples got 
married compared with 
109.000 in 1974. The 1973 
total of 107,000 was the 
lowest for a lm o s t a 
decade. 
“It’s hard to avoid the

conclusion that more peo­ 
ple just want to live 
together and ignore the 
bonds of marriage. ” said 
the Social Affairs Ministry 
spokesman. “ This is 
something which 15 or 25 
years ago would not have 
been accepted here.” 


A spokesman for the 
Dutch Reformed Church 
told a newsman divorce 
had become “a necessary 
evil of modern society.”

Pomona 
Mali and Ontario Plaza 
Indian Hill Village — 
formerly the Pomona 
Valley Center — is located 
on Holt Avenue at Indian 
Hill Boulevard and Mills 
Avenue in Pomona. It is 
the oldest of the regional 
business enterprises, open­ 
ing the first of its specialty 
shops at the 50-acre site in 
the fall and winter of 1955 
and 1956. The November 
1954 opening of the Sears 
and Roebuck store marked 
the establishment of the 
first major department 
store in the valley. 
The gigantic Christmas 
tree that has become a 
familiar sight to holiday 
shoppers was first erected 
a year after the center 
opened. It has since 
become a traditional holi­ 
day affair. The first tree 
loomed 106 feet from the 
ground and was topped by 
a 12-foot star. 
Early in 1973. the center 
was purchased by Spence 
C la r k , 
a 
young 
entrepreneur who owns 13 
other shopping centers 
throughout the country. / 
Following a naming con- ^ 
test in 1974. the center was 
officially dubbed Indian 
Hill Village in November 
with the erection of a new 
sign 
The new name accom­ 
panied a new image of 
rustic wood and winding 
lanes A boutique center, a 
9100,000 project that is part 
of a total renovation and 
development plan, opened 
under the new name. A 
• project involving the 
e n c lo sin g 
and 
air- 
conditioning of the center 
is still in the development 
stage; and new specialty 
shops, with an emphasis on 
women's boutiques, are 
negotiating for re-location 
at the center. 
The farmer's market 
idea has been replaced 
with a complex of six 
theaters scheduled to open 
no later than spring 1976 
Four new restaurants, in­ 
cluding a steak house, cof­ 
fee shop and family 
restaurants, are also in­ 
cluded in development 
plans 
' Craig Nelson. 27, is 
project developer while 
Sam Florence, also 27, 
serve* as general manager 
and promotions director 


Among the shops in the 
village are Morning Star, 
the Jewel Bug. the Grow­ 
ing Concern. Longs Drugs, 
Roberts. Zody's, Harris 
and Frank. Ewart's, Larry 
Wcilins Jewelers, Walden 
Book Store, Newberry's. 
House of Fabrics, Boor

Hours vary according to 
the shop, but most are open 
until 9 p.m. on Mondays 
and Fridays, until 6 p.m. 
other weekdays and Satur­ 
day and from noon to 5 
p.m. on Sundays. 
The Pomona Mall was 
the first pedestrian mall in 
the state, with its opening 
in 1962 creating a trend 
that rapidly caught on in 
Other communities. 
Ten years of planning 
and work preceded the 
project and a special mall 
committee was formed, 
and chaired by Greynon 
Bryan, a Pomona busines- 
s m a n . 
F o r m e r 
A s ­ 
semblyman Ernest R. Ged- 
des of Claremont spon­ 
sored special legislation in 


the state Assembly to 
make the mall a reality. 


The 9620.719 expense was 


financed by 91 property 
owners who owned 66 
parcels of property which 
fronted the mall. The shop­ 
ping avenue, nine blocks 
extending along Second 
Street from Park Avenue 
to Linden Street, was 
dedicated in September, 
1962. 
Buffums offers a line 
ranging from clothing to 
fine china for a bridal 
registry.

Ernest Hahn Enterprises 


was the developer of the 
$40 million Montclair 
Plaza The center takes in 
approximately 100 acres on 
C en tral Avenue i m ­ 
mediately north of the San 
Bernardino Freeway to 
Olive Street and westward 
to Monte Vista Avenue 
Cpon its opening in 
August. 1968, the Montclair 
city administrator called 
the plaza “ a happy 
marriage of good business 
principles and desirable 
aesthetic values. ’ 
The City Council and 
private citizens owning 
property in the vicinity of 
the plaza formed a special 
assessment district to 
provide monies for street. 


drainage, 
underground 
utility and lighting im­ 
provements around the 
center. 
Crocker National Bank 
was the first tenant to open 
its doors with ceremonies 
on Oct. 20, 1967, 10 months 
before the plaza officially 
opened. 
The regional complex 
takes in three main areas, 
north and south plaza shops 
and a main mall that is 
enclosed and has a cons­ 
tant temperature of 70 
degrees. The fully land­ 
scaped paved parking lot 
accommodates more than 
5.9it cars. 
The parking tot is also a 
turn-around point for the

at schools 
in valley 


Nine public school districts in the valley w ill welcome 
nearly 100,000 students for fall classes. 
Opening day, during the second week of September, w ill 
be the starting point for students in Pomona, Bonita, 
Chaffey, Chino, Claremont, Ontario-Montclair, Rowland, 
Upland, and Walnut school districts. 
About 19,450 students are expected to attend classes in 
the Pomona Unified School D istrict, which includes 31 
schools: 21 elementary, six junior highs, three high 
schools and a continuation high. The district serves the 
city of Pomona and north Diamond Bar. 
Construction of new buildings has been completed at 
various schools, and a new classroom building at Garey 
High School is proposed for construction this year. The 
building w ill include a media center. 
New buildings at Alcott, Washington and Roosevelt 
have been finished, replacing older structures declared 
unsafe according to earthquake standards. 
A pilot program w ill begin this fall, geared to helping 
youths who are potential dropouts or delinquents. 
Teachers and counselors w ill visit homes of students for 
tutoring and counseling. 
The Claremont Unified School D istrict expects to enroll 
6.138 students at 12 schools: eight elementary, two Junior 
highs, a high school and a continuation high The district 
serves Claremont, surrounding county territory, and a 
small section of Pomona. 
Chino Unified School D istrict officials predict an enroll­ 
ment of 10.506 this year at eight elementary schools, two 
junior highs and four high schools including Boys 
Republic and Buena Vista continuation high. The district 
serves Chino and surrounding county areas 
Except for Chino High, which is on a traditional nine- 
month system, all district schools are operaUng on a com­ 
bined year-round and traditional program Walnut and E l 
Rancho schools offer only a year-round schedule, but stu­ 
dents who desire traditional may attend another elemen­ 
tary school offering that program. 
The district is in the process of enlarging Magnolia 
Junior High, with work expected to be finished sometime 
this year. 
About 7.680 students are expected to attend classes in 
the Bonita Unified School D istrict this fall. The district 
had 12 schools: seven elementary, two junior highs, two 
high schools and a continuation high. It serves the cities 
of La Verne and San Dimas. 


Various new courses including “ Think Tank One," a 
class for gifted students, w ill be offered this year. San 
Dimas High School w ill offer a personal money manage­ 
ment class. 


The Chaffey Union High School D istrict w ill handle 
about 11,000 students this fall in five high schools and a 
continuation high. The district serves communities of 
M ontclair, Upland. Ontario. Alta Loma, Etiwanda, 
Guasti and Mt. Baldy. 


Approximately 15,297 students w ill enroll this semester 
in the Ontario-Montclair School D istrict. Thirty-two 
schools are included in the district: 23 elementary, five 
junior highs and four special education schools Students 
in Ontario and Montclair are served by the district. 


About 15.580 students are expected in the Rowland 
Unified School D istrict this year. The district has 20 
schools: 14 elem entary, three intermediate, two high 
schools and a continuation high. It serves Rowland 
Heights and portions of La Puente and West Covina. 


Bilingual programs continue to be a focal point in the 
district with 35 per cent of the students now Spanish- 
sumamod. 


The Upland School D istrict w ill welcome about 5,900 
students, in 11 schools including nine elementary and two 
junior highs The district serves the City of Upland 


Walnut Unified School D istrict officials w ill enroll 
around 6.000 students in 1975-76, at eight school» including 
five elementary, one intermediate, one high school and a 
continuation high The district serves the City ol Walnut, 
south Diamond Bar and a small portion of West Covina. 


The new Cyrus M orris Elem entary School is under con­ 
struction in the district, with completion expected next 
year An intermediate school is planned for Diamond Bar,

ship of Hahn-Puente Asso­ 
ciates for the development 
of the mall. 
The focal point of the 
splitlevel mall is its 
central court, a 112-foot- 
square with a skylighted 
ceiling supported by eight 
columns covered with mir­ 


rored tile. Suspended from 
the 52-foot ceiling is a 
custom-designed clock 
constructed of steel and 
aluminum with a face on 
each of four sides. Directly 
below is a five-foot high 
tiered fountain made of im­ 
ported Italian marble. 
Surrounding the foun­ 
tain is a series of planters 
shaped in the sunburst logo 
of Puente Hills Mart. 
Twelve 16-foot Ficus trees 
are scattered throughout 
the court area. The theme 
of live plants is exercised 
throughout the 1.300.000 
square feet of the mall. 


Gruen Associates of Los 
Angeles did the archi­ 
tectural design on the 95 
acres which includes a 
parking lot with 6.600 ear 
spaces. 
The four major depart­ 
ment stores are ¡Sears. 
Broadway, Robinson's and 
J. C. Penney’s. 
Six theaters opened at 
the facility in December 
1974. Restaurants and 
stores for one’s culinary 
tastes include Baskin-Rob- 
bins. Bob s Big Boy Jr..

Julius. 
Of the approximately 150 
satellite shops already 
opened, the mall offers 
junior department, shoes,

ings and loans associa­ 
tions and Security-Pacific 
National Bank are located 
at the mall.

12 colleges and one university in valley 


The valley area is a 
haven for students in high 
education with a total of 12 
colleges and a university 
within a 12-mile radius of 
downtown Pomona. 
One of the oldest in the 
valley is La Verne College, 
a coeducational, privately 
supported liberal arts 
college that is located on 23 
acres in downtown La 
Verne. The college was 
founded in 1891. 
Col P oly, w est of 
Pomona, is part of Califor­ 
nia's State Universities 
and Colleges system and is 
located on the former W. 
K Kellogg Arabian Horse 
Ranch, deeded as a gift to 
the state in 1949 
The valley has three 
junior colleges. Citrus 
College, founded in 1915 in 
Azusa, is the oldest com­ 
munity college in Los 
Angeles County. Mt. San 
Antonio College in Walnut 
was founded in 1946 and 
met in temporary quarters 
until the cam pus was 
moved to its present loca­ 
tion four months later. The 
first class had an enroll­ 
ment of 600 and 197 of these 
were World War II 
veterans. Chaffey College 
was founded in 1883 at a 
site on N. Euclid Ave., in 
Ontario, but moved to a 
200-acre campus north of 
Foothill Boulevard in Alta 
l,oma in 1960. 
Azusa Pacific College is 
a privately funded college 
on 84 acres in Azusa. The 
college was founded in 1899 
and has a Christian 
emphasis. 
The Claremont School of 
Theology in 1956 moved to 
its present site in Clare­ 
mont from the USC 
campus 
The school was 
originally the official 
seminary for the Methodist 
Church, but is now af­ 
f i l i at e d 
with 
many 
denominations and is con­ 
sidered multi-denomina- 
tional. It is also coeduca­ 
tional 
The Claremont Colleges 
is a cluster of six as­ 
sociated colleges which in­ 
clude Pomona College, 
Scripps College, Clare­ 
mont 
Men’s College. 
Harvey Mudd College. 
Pitzer College and Clare­ 
mont Graduate School. 
Each of the undergraduate 
colleges has a four-year 
academic program leading 
to a bachelor degree Each 
has its own campus, stu 
dents and faculty and 
educutional emphasis, but 
the colleges share both 
lacilities and faculty 
members in a system pat­ 
terned after England's 
Oxford plan 
Script)« (Allege, the only 
all-women college in the 
C la r e m o n t 
C o l l e g e s 
cluster, was founded in 
1926 
Pomona College, 
tounded in 1887, is a 
coedtM dismal college of 
art« and sciences Clare- 


mont Men’s College was 
founded in 1946. 
About half of the CMC 
students major in political 
science or economics. 
Harvey Mudd College was 
founded in 1965 and is co­ 
educational school for 
science and engineering. 
Pitzer College was founded 
in 1963 and places curri­ 
cular emphasis on the 
behavioral and social 
sciences. It is also co­ 
educational. The Clare­ 
mont Graduate School was 
founded in 1925 and is 
devoted to study beyond 


the bachelor's degree. 
Last fall, the 1.008-acre 
C al Poly c a m p u s in 
Pomona enlarged its facili­ 
ties with a $2.6 million stu­ 
dent union building to 
serve its growing student 
body. 
When the college opens 
its doors for the fall 
quarter on Sept. 18. an all- 
time record number of stu­ 
dents. 11,750, will attend 
classes. This is an increase 
of «50 over last year. 
A $7.2 million science 
building is under construc­ 
tion on the campus near 


the 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
building. This four-story 
building will house 
laboratories, classrooms 
and offices and should be 
ready for occupancy within 
the academic year. 
Citrus College in Azusa 
expects an enrollment of 
9.400 when the fall term 
opens on Sept. 15 
A 
$984,550 vocational-tech­ 
nical building was com­ 
pleted this spring. The 
structure replaces the 
original technical building 
that was constructed in 
1924 and did not meet the 


state’s earthquake safety 
requirements. 
The two-story building 
will provide modern 
facilities and needed ad­ 
ditional space for instruc­ 
tion in cosmetology, voca­ 
tional nursing, photo­ 
graphy and space for two 
new courses that will be of­ 
fered for the first time this 
fall in radio and television 
repair and air conditionin- 
ing and refrigeration 
repair. 
When Mt. San Antonio 
College begins the fall 
term, more than 20,000 day 


and evening students will 
be registered in the 2.000 
classes offered in the 26 
academic and vocational 
d e p a r t m e n t s at the 
college. 
New and expanded das- 
se s and c o u r s e s are 
scheduled for almost every 
department of this junior 
college for the fall session. 
A new day d iv isio n 
program in computer 
electronics technology was 
offered last year. The two- 
year program is designed 
to prepare students for

An evening class in the 
computer science depart­ 
ment is designed for 
business management per­ 
sonnel who deal with com­ 
puter output, but have no 
specific data processing 
background. 
Chaffey College in Alta 
Loma is prepared to ac­ 
commodate more students 
in the fall quarter than 
ever before. 
Instruction begins on 
Sept 15 In 1973. the fall 
enrollment was 8.912 and in 
1974, a total of 9,857 stu­ 
dents enrolled in the fall. A 
similar growth is expected 
this year 
This fall for the first 
time. Chaffey has slated 
classes for the late after­ 
noon allowing students 
broader latitude in plann­ 
ing study programs. 
Among the innovations 
at Chaffey College this 
year are the establish­ 
ment of the Onta rio-Mont­ 
clair Center to cluster a 
scattering of 57 off-campus 
classes in this community 
and the scheduling of 11 
evening classes in Corona 
High School and seven day 
classes in Norco Com­ 
munity Center. 
Chaffey College has 
broadened its human serv­ 
ices certificate program to 
provide for specialization 
in either psychology or 
sociology in preparation 
for careers in social work. 
The college has also 
expanded 
its communi­ 
cation arts program with 
greater emphasis on photo­ 
graphy. film-making and 
broadcasting 
New faculty and new 
programs will highlight the 
fall term at La Verne 
College which expects a 
four per cent increase in 
undergraduate 
enroll­ 
ment. 
The search for a new 
president continues with 
an appointment expected 
to be made this fall In the 
m e an w h ile , 
co lle g e 
administration is being 
handled by the Deans' 
Council with Donald 
Hague. newly named dean 
of academic affairs, as 
chairman 
The college will have an 
oo-campus enrollment of 
700 undergraduate stu­ 
dents and 350 graduate stu­ 
dents this fall, There will 
also be 100 adults enrolled 
in the LVCapa program 
Two hundred fifty stu­ 
dents are enrolled in the 
Law Center which has 
recently obtained full 
accreditation from the 
California 
Bar Asso­ 
ciation 
The Claremont School of 
Theology will open this fall 
with an enrollment of 330, 


of which 70 will be women. 
A new program at the 
school is a "project Burn­ 
ing Bush" funded by an 
endowment from the Lilly 
Foundation in Indiana­ 
polis. The two-year pro­ 
gram of alternative educa­ 
tion uses local churches 
and the seminary as educa­ 
tional partners 
During the summer, the 
school launched an In-serv­ 
ice doctor of ministry pro­ 
gram designed to help the 
p r a c t i c i n g 
m in is te r 
acquire the doctor of 
ministry degree without 
leaving his parish post. The 
program requires 24 units 
of work beyond the 
minister’s previous three 
year seminary degree. 
Pomona College in 
Claremont will open Its 
88th year of instruction on 
Sept. 25 with an enrollment 
of 1.300 students. Including 
429 freshmen. 
The college has been 
designated an official Bi­ 
centennial college campus 
and will have the theme 
"Festival Year” as Its em­ 
phasis. 
Special emphasis on the 
18th century Enlighten­ 
ment and the American 
Revolution will be evi­ 
denced in several major 
conferences during the fall 
and spring, as well as in 
music, art, theater and 
other cultural events. In 
student-sponsored 
a c­ 
tivities, and in curricular 
adaptations of academic 
courses and senior proj­ 
ects 
This fall Claremont 
Graduate School will in­ 
troduce another program 
in its growing list of 
applied—Job oriented— 
studies.

Eleven hospitals serve 
the valley, offering general 
care as well as specialized 
services in a vareity of 
areas. 
There are nine acute 
general hospitals locally, 
including Pomona Valley 
Community, Park Avenue 
and Garfield-Cottage all in 
Pomona. Chino General, 
San Dimas Community. 
O n tario 
C om m u n ity, 
Montclair Community and 
Doctors both in Montclair, 
and San Antonio Com­ 
munity in Upland. 
The 
large specialized 
hospitals. Casa Colina. a 
hospital for rehabilitative 
m edicine, and P acific 
State, a hospital for the 
mentally retarded and 
learning disabled, are also 
in Pomona. 
Pomona V'alley Com­ 
munity Hospital opened in 
a house in 1899 and was in­ 
corporated at its present 
location in 1904 The 389- 
bcd hospital has has a staff 
of 1,000 with 170 wi the 
medical staff. 
Among the hospital's 
specialized service depart­ 
ments are the neo-natal 
acute care center, the 
radiology departm ent, 
which uses a new ultra­ 
sound, scanning device, 
and a cardio-respiratory 
unit with a therapy depart­ 
ment. 
The hospital also utilizes 
laminar air flow surgery, a 
process estimated to be 
1.000 times more protected 
against bacteria than in an 
average operating room 
and used for such surgery 
as total hip replacement. 
Pomona Valley Com­ 
munity Hospital has a 
linear a cce le ra to r for 
cancer treatment and its 
physical therapy depart­ 
ment. housed in the newly 
opened wing, treats more 
than 200 patients each day.

It’s “ thumbs up” for 
aviators in the valley. For 
they are blessed to have 
four airports to handle 
their flight needs. 
And for the nonpilots 
who still prefer the blue 
skies for travel, there is a 
commercial airport which 
provides flights to many 
cities in the nation. 
The largest facility is the 
Ontario International Air­ 
port, which spreads over 
1,463 acres within the City 
of Ontario and serves 
jetliners from several air­ 
lines. 
Others are B rack ett 
Field in La Verne, Chino 
Airport near Chino and 
Cable Airport in Upland. 
The Ontario airport, a 
sister to the Los Angeles 
International Airport, 
is 
operated by the Los 
Angeles Department of 
Airports. It is expected to 
serve some two million 
passengers next year and 
from 12 to 14 million by 
1990. 
It was established in 1929 
when the City of Ontario 
purchased 30 acres on the 
west end of the present 
site. The effort was 
spearheaded by the On­ 
tario Aircraft Corp, a 
private company, and

Municipal Court judge for 
the West Valley Courts has 
been authorized, because 
of a rapid population in­ 
crease in the West End 
area, and a new courtroom 
built. The appointment of 
the new judge originally 
set for July 1,1975 has been 
delayed by Gov. Brown. 
In the last eight months 
other changes have taken 
place in the main West 
Valley Court complex with 
the addition of a large 
semi-permanent 
building 
outside of the main courts 
building that houses the 
Deputy District Attorney s 
Office, a new jury as­ 
sembly room in the main 
courts building and the new 
courtroom. Department of 
Weights and Measures, 
Consumer Affairs Office

In the W est End, a 
proposed special Superior 
Court to be constructed 
near the California Institu­ 
tion for Men has been ten­ 
tatively approved by the 
state legislature, but con­ 
struction has not begun and 
other details are being 
worked out. The special 
court will serve two pur- 
l>oses, one as a general 
court with all necessary 
facilities and as a security 
court for prisoners from 
the Chino prisons accused 
of prison crimes or called 
as witnesses. 
Located in Chino is one 
of the state's largest men's 
penal institutions, the 
California Institution for 
Men <C!Ml; the only 
women's institution, the 
California Institution for 
Women (C1W) and the 
C a l i f o r n i a 
Yo u th 
Authority's Youth Training 
School (YTSi.

fighter training base, then 
returned to the city on Ar­ 
mistice Day, 1947. 
Following extended 
negotiations between the 
cities of Ontario and Ix>s 
Angeles, a joint powers 
agreement was signed on 
Nov. 1. 1967, which gave 
operational control to Los 
Angeles in exchange for 
debt assumption and a 
p r o m i s e 
for 
f u t u r e 
development. 
And since then, more 
than $8 million in capital 
improvements have been 
made. These include ex­ 
panding the terminal 
building, parking lots and 
air cargo facilities. Ad­ 
ditional land has been 
purchased, lighting and 
field improvements made, 
and more firefighting and 
aircrash equipment ob­ 
tained. 
In addition, an en­ 
vironmental study has 
been made for construction 
of a second major runway 
which can serve the wide­ 
bodied aircraft. This will 
also serve to relieve the ex­ 
isting runway built 30 
years ago. 


The Chino Airport, 
owned and operated by San 
Bernardino County, oc­ 
cupies 850 acres east of 
Euclid Avenue and north of 
Merrill Street. 
Once a pasture owned by 
the University of Califor­ 
nia, it had its start in 1940 
when the federal govern­ 
ment bought 373 acres at 
$333 per acre. An ad­ 
ditional 485 acres were 
purchased during the next 
four years. 
The airfield, named Cal- 
Aero Flight School, was 
used to train military 
cadets in primary flight 
instruction during World 
War II. 
Officials estimate that 
12.000 pilots received their 
"wings” there before the 
academy closed in 1944 
The military history is still 
present, however, since 
several of the barracks 
buildings are still being 
used. 
San Bernardino County 
acquired ownership in 1948, 
when the War Assets Ad­ 
ministration transferred 
the entire 850 acres and 
buildings to the county 
government. 
Many private aviators 
use the facility for daily 
and weekend flying 
Of­ 
ficials estimate 150.000 
flight operations will be 
logged this year and double 
that amount within 10 
years. 
Bracket? Field had its 
start as an airport 63 years 
ago when a Wright biplane, 
piloted bv C P 
Rogers, 
landed in a small pasture 
while on the last stop of the 
first 
transcontinental 
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Now a Los Angeles 
County-operated airport, it 
extends over 230 acres 
within the City of La 
Verne. The facility is ex­ 
pected to log 220,000 flights 
this year and reach its 
maximum of 500.000 an­ 
nual flights by 1984. 
County officials recently 
launched a $13 million 
program to extend the pre­ 
sent runway from 4.000 to 
5.000 feet, add a second 
4.000-foot runway, and 
relocate the control tower 


and Puddingstone Drive. 
Hearings on environmen­ 
tal impact reports have 
been completed and the 
findings were sent to the 
federal government. 
The airport now has 110 
T-hangers. 
Cable Airport is billed as 
the "largest, private air­ 
port in the w orld." It 
covers 75 acres north of 
Foothill Boulevard and 
west of Benson Avenue in 
Upland. 
The airpor t is still 


operated by Dewey Cable 
and his sons. Paul, Roger 
and Walter. 
"We started operations 
on May 27. 1945,'’ recalled 
Dewey. "We had 50 flight 
operations the first year. 
This increased to 12.000 
last year.” 
The present site was the 
seventh selected by Cable. 
Others were scratched 
when a city wouldn't per­ 
mit an airport, or the 
property wasn't properly 
zoned he said. 


"When we started, there 
was nothing there but 
sagebrush, rocks and rat­ 
tlesnakes The airport was 
built by myself, my son 
and 
d a u g h t e r , ” 
he 
reported. 
The airport now has a 
3.500-foot runway, five 
main buildings and 150 
hangar spaces. More than 
350 small planes are kept 
there. "This is a one-stop 
airport, where all aviation 
needs can be met.” said 
Cable.

lake, and a fan-shaped, 
sand-bottom swimming 
pool which holds 1.48 
million gallons of water 
and can accommodate 900 
swimmers at a time. 
This park has 100 picnic 
units, a floating dock, two 
restroom buildings, a 
gatehouse, boathouse, con­ 
cession building, guard 
building with first aid sta­ 
tion and a storage building. 
It was financed with 
federal, state and county 
monev. This first phase 
cost $700,000. 
Cucamonga - G u a s t i 
Regional Park is situated 
14 blocks north of the San 
Bernardino Freeway at 800 
N. Archibald Ave., On­ 
tario 
Its second phase, 51 
acres on the west side of 
A rch ib a ld , 
will 
be 
developed later. 
This park is open every 
day except Christmas. It 
was developed jointly by 
the San Bernardino County 
Phrk Department and 
Flood Control District and 
the Chino Basin Water 
Conservation District to 
provide both recreational 
area and water conserva­ 
tion. 
San Dimas Canyon Park, 
which has a noteworthy 
nature museum, is situated 
on San Dimas Canyon Road 
one quarter mile north of 
Foothill Boulevard It is 
open daily until dark. 
This park is 137 acres of 
wooded area, owned and 
operated by Los Angeles 
County. It is largely 
primitive area, but thou­ 
sands of residents find it 
the perfect spot for family 
reunions. Sunday picnics 
and company parties. It is 
a popular, well established 
park, and many times 
families arrive as early as 
6 a m to reserve tables for 
their larger affairs. 
Bonelli Park, originally 
P u d d in g sto n e P a r k , 
sprawls over 2.000 acres in 
east San Dimas and is be­ 
ing developed by Los 
Angeles County in five 
phases at an estimated 
cost of $28 million. 
Phase 1, the Bonelli 
Swim Park, was completed 
and opened in 1972 at a cost 
of $2 9 million It includes, 
in a 22-acre area, a one- 
acre. heated, sand-bottom 
swimming pool, a two- 
story pavillion with 
snackbar, dressing rooms, 
lockers and offices ahd 
sheltered cooking and pic­ 
nicking areas. 
Phase 2, the renovation 
of the Mountain Meadows 
Golf Course, began July 1. 
It is to be completed in a 
year Phase 3. the installa- 
tion of utilities and 
developemnt of roads, has 
been completed. A $6 2 
million bid was received 
for Phase 4, the develop­ 
ment of the South Shore 
area with an equestrian 
center.* equestrian *tr*ih,* 


campgrounds, picnic areas 
and an administrative 
building. This work now is 
underway. 
Phase 5, still in the 
future, calls for construc­ 
tion of a nature center, 
construction of a private 
restaurant, and develop­ 
ment of a children’s play 
area and a tram system to 
circle the park. 
This park was named for 
the late Frank G. Bonelli, a 
member of the Los Angeles 
County Board of Super­ 
visors. He represented the 
area for many years. 
During this year’s county 
fair, which will run 17 
days, numerous free fami­ 
ly shows are planned. 
A fair queen will be 
crowned on opening day. 
There will be hundreds erf 
exhibitions, displays and 
attractions. 
For those who love 
horseracing, there will be 
eight thoroughbred races, 
two quarter horse races, 
one appaloosa race, plus a 
pari-mutuel and three ex- 
actas every day of the fair 
except Sunday. Post time 
will be 1 p.m. 
Last year’s fair drew 
1,143,032 visitors. During 
1973, 1.660,746 people at­ 
tended events at the 
fairgrounds. 
When the fair is not on. 
numerous and varied ac­ 
tivities attract people to 
the fairgrounds. It is the 
home of the Winter- 
nationals car races, dog 
races, horse auctions, 
animal and hobby shows 
and trailer club rallies. 
It is the regular meeting 
place for numerous youth 
and school groups. 
Federal, state, county 
and city agencies use sec­ 
tions of the fairgrounds for 
training sessions. 
Boxing matches and 
swap meets also have been 
held there. 
December-J a n u a r y 
snows launch the skiing 
season at Mt. Baldy, 
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opened by the first ski lift 
23 years ago. 
Nestled in a cup-shaped 
bowl on a forested saddle 
between 10,080-foot Mt. 
San Antonio on the north 
and 8.645-foot Thunder 
Mountain on the south, the 
Baldy Notch Ski Resort 
welcomes skiers usually 
through Easter, as snow 
levels permit 
The top of Thunder 
Mountain is the highest 
supervised ski point in the 
southern mountains. 
The center of the skiing 
activity is the Notch at the 
top of the sugar Pine Flat 
lift that carries riders 1,330 
feet up in about 10 minutes. 
At the 7,500-foot top 
there are a lodge, snack 
bar, bar, ski shop and ski 
school. 
Three other chair lifts 
and a poma, or T-bar, lift 
take skiers to any of the 27 
runs that offer a total of 
2.300 feet of vertical drop. 
The lifts have been 
operated since 1969 by 
Western Resorts, Inc. 
During the season, the 
lifts operate from 8 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m. daily. 
Most of the runs at Baldy 
are suited for the advanced 
skier, being steeper and 
more difficult than those at 
Sun Valley. But there are 
slopes for intermediate 
and beginner skiers, too. 
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WEST END CENTER — The 
Montclair Plaza provides continu­ 
ing service to shopoers from the 
nine valley cities and unincor­ 
porated areas. For those without 
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cars, the West Valley Transit Ser­ 
vice Authority gives public trans­ 
portation to the center at 30- 
minute frequency.
